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USDA  AGENCIES  ORGANIZE  F< 


'OR  FOOD  DRIVE 


All  State  and  county  resources  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are 
being  organized  behind  a  state-wide  campaign  to  make  more  food  available 
for  the  relief  of  the  hungry  millions  in  Europe  and  Northern  Africa,  accord- 
ing to  a  joint  statement  made  by  C.  V.  Hemphill,  State  Director,  Production 
and  Marketing  Administration,  and  E.  G.  Miller ,  Chairman  of  the  State  U.S.D.A. 

Council, 

The  State  PMA  Director  and  all  county  Agricultural  Conservation  Associa- 
tion Chairmen  have  been  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Clinton 
P.  Anderson,  as  Emergency  Food  Conservation  Program  Managers,  Mr,  Hemphill 
stated.    Mr.  Killer  stated  that  State  and  county  U.  S.  D.  A.  Councils  will 

assist  in  every  way  possible  in  organizing  a  comprehensive  program  to  carry 
out  the  food  conservation  aims  recently  established  at  the  Washington  Food 

Conference  between  ^resident  Truman,  former  President  Herbert  Hoover,  and 
other  national  leaders. 

The  Secretary  has  instructed  the  Emergency  Food  Conservation  Program 
Managers  to  enlist  all  agricultural  producers,  consumers,  food  trade  organi- 
zations, and  civic  groups  of  all  kinds  in  active  support  of  the  food  conser- 
vation drive,  Mcm  Hemphill  reported.    He  said  that  voluntary  conservation  of 
food  by  all  Americans  is  essential  if  we  are  to  meet  our  obligations  in 
saving  millions  of  our  fellow  human  beings  from  starvation.

POULTRY  PRICES  NOW  SUPPORTED 

The  Government  price-support  program  now  in  effect  for  dressed  chickens 
is  designed  to  help  poultrymen  market  their  chickens  at  a  fair  price  in  the 
present  feed  emergency* 

Under  the  program,  the  Government  will  buy  dressed  chickens  from  cooper-* 
atives,  dealers,  and  processors  at  prices  designed  to  reflect  a  U.  S.  acreage 
farm  price  for  live  chickens  of  not  less  than  90  percent  of  parity.  Currently 
this  will  mean  support  for  live  poultry  at  a  U.  S.  average  farm  price  of  18,3 
cents  a  pcund,  with  variations  for  type,  weight,  and  location.    No  support, 
however,  will  be  given  for  young  chickens  weighing  less  than  3^  pounds  alive 
(broilers).    The  public  is  being  asked  to  eat  lo%g  of  chicken.     The  faster 
poultry  is  consumed,  the  more  feed  will  be  saved,  and  the  better  prices 
poultry  producers  will  receive. 

DAIRY  SUBSIDIES  CGITIKUE 
According  to  C.  V.  Hemphill,  Chairman  of  the  State  Agricultural  Conser- 
vation Committee,  dairy  production  payments  will  be  continued  through  June 
50,  1946.    Mr.  Hemphill  said  that  the  rates  will  be  the  same  as  those  for  the 
same  period  last  year,  subject  to  termination  or  revision  in  the  event  there 
is  a  general  increase  in  price  ceilings  for  milk  and  milk  products. 

DON'T  FORGET 

According  to  Mr,  ,  Chairman  of  the  County 

ACA  Committee,  the  Sign-Up  Campaign  for  the  1946  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program  is  progressing  rapidly*    "Farmers  and  ranchers  who  have  net  already 
signed  up  should  do  so  without  delay,"  Mr.  said.

PUT  MORS  CHICKEN  AND  SPUDS  ON  TABLE 

It's  patriotic  these  days  to  serve  less  bread,  but  more  potatoes  and 
chicken.    Here's  why: 

Potato es  are  the  traditional  substitute  for  bread,  and  U.  S.  potato 
supplies  are  currently  plentiful,    '//heat  is  needed  to  feed  the  desperately 
hungry  people  in  Europe,  and  we  can  get  along  nicely  by  eating  a  little  less 
bread.    Ingenious  cooks  can  use  spuds  in  many  ways  to  save  bread. 

Chi  cken  is  good  food  and  eating  it  will  help  poultrymen  who  can't  get 
enough  feed.    A  lot  of  red  meat  and  wheat  is  needed  for  Europe.    If  Americans 
eat  more  chicken,  less  wheat  will  be  consumed  as  livestock  and  poultry  feed, 
and  more  wheat  and  red  meat  can  be  exported. 

Secretary  Anderson  says:    "The  food  situation  in  many  foreign  countries 
demands  the  direct  use  of  grain,  principally  wheat,  for  human  food  to  save 
millions  of  people  from  hunger  and  starvation  in  the  next  few  months.  The 
emergency  developing  in  poultry  is  caused  in  part  by  the  need  to  conserve 
wheat  for  this  purpose.    The  consequent  shortage  of  feed  comes  at  a  time  when 
storage  holdings  of  ail  poultry  are  at  record  levels  and  when  current  supplies 
of  broilers  and  fryers  are  moving  into  consumer  channels  in  record  numbers 
from  major  producing  areas......Arith  current  freezer  stocks  of  poultry  amount- 
ing to  more  than  556  million  pounds  and  with  public  freezer  occupancy  now 
about  83  percent  of  capacity,  the  need  for  increased  consumption  and  home 
canning  or  storage  of  chickens  for  future  use  is  plain. 11 
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IMPROVE  YOUR  PASTURE  TO  H5L?  FEED  PROBLEM 
Tith  the  feed  situation  in  for  a  progressive  tightening  as  the  emergency 
program  to  relieve  the  world  food  crisis  gathers  momentum,  farmers  in  all 
parts  of  the  country  will  want  to  plan  more  extensively  than  ever  for  feed 
supplements  and  pasture  improvements. 

Their  plans  should  give  serious  consideration  to  the  AAA  conservation 
practices  that  produce  more  and  better  pastures.    These  AAA  conservation 
practices  result  in  more  effective  use  of  pasture  and  the  conservation  of 
grain  feed.    Some,  of  course,  will  produce  more  immediate  returns  than  others 
but  all  contribute  toward  greater  pasture  resources  in  the  years  just  ahead. 
Other  practical  suggestions  to  implement  the  over— all  drive  for  feed  conser- 
vation include  saving  feed  grains  by  getting  herds  out  earlier  on  better 
pastures  and  keeping  them  there  longer,  and  maintaining  needed  milk  produc- 
tion by  better  pastures  while  saving  on  feed  grains. 
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
